Concessions to Canada Would Affect All Areas 


N January 29 the United States Department of State 

issued formal notice of intention to negotiate a new 

trade agreement with Canada, supplementing a prelimi- 
nary announcement on November 19, 1937 that trade agree- 
ment negotiations were contemplated. The Canadian an- 
nouncement followed similar plans for dealing with the United 
Kingdom, Newfoundland and the British Colonial Empire, not 
including self-governing commonwealths. These negotiations 
are in line with the Administration’s reciprocal trade agree- 
ment policy, and will be carried out under the Trade Agree- 
ment Act, which permits a maximum duty revision of fifty 
percent, either upward or downward. 

Upon examination of the list of articles to be considered, it 
is found that fishery products are represented. While the 
United Kingdom list includes only certain fish oils and pre- 
pared herring, the Canadian classification embraces practically 
every North Atlantic variety, in addition to a few Great Lakes 
and West Coast species. 

Certainly here is a situation that should be of vital concern 
to every fisherman and fish dealer, as well as firms which sell 
supplies to the fishing industry. The outcome of the negotia- 
tions can do much in affecting the future of the business. 

The fishery list includes fish in every form: fresh or frozen, 
whole, filleted, pickled, salted and smoked, and takes in the 
following species: cod, haddock, hake, pollock, cusk, mackerel, 
halibut, salmon, swordfish, herring, alewives, eels, chubs and 


razor clams. The present duties, which in most cases vary from. 


one to three cents per pound, represent reductioas on some 
varieties, through previous agreements, but not to the maxi- 
mum fifty percent. 

With Canada’s interest and investment in the fishing indus- 
try and her proximity to the fishing grounds, it is without 
doubt certain that she will strive to get every possible con- 
cession for her fishery products. 

It is, therefore, up to our industry to bend every effort to 
maintain the present tariff rates. 

The fishing industry of New England, which would be most 
affected by any tariff change, has built up an enormous invest- 
ment in modern vessels and plants which employ thousands of 
persons. The industry has continually forged ahead in build- 
ing more efficient equipment to produce a better product. It 
has developed a big demand for fresh and frozen fillets 
throughout the country and particularly in the Middle West. 

This huge market has been built up for products prepared 
from North Atlantic fish which can be supplied only from 
North Atlantic waters. These fisheries are in the great inter- 
national ocean and equally available for the fleets of Canada 
and all other nations. 


It is estimated that approximately 80% of the fish landed at 
the principal New England ports goes to market in filleted 
form. At the present time there is a duty of 214¢ per pound 
on fresh and frozen filleted fish coming from Canada. To re- 
duce this duty to 114c would cause serious consequences not 
only in New England but also in other sections. To illustrate, 
suppose a fish retailer in Ohio is now selling one half of his 
volume in the form of North Atlantic fillets and the other 
half in Middle Atlantic and Southern varieties. If the price 
he paid for fillets was forced down 114c per pound, he would 
probably increase his fillet volume to say 75%, to the disad- 
vantage of the Southern products. To offset this the producers 
in other sections of the country would have to reduce their 
prices a corresponding amount. ; 

In the days when fish was available only in fresh form, the 
Southern fisheries had a virtual monopoly on certain sections 
of the country due to the restriction of distance on fresh ship- 
ments. But with frozen fillets, any city with a cold storage 
plant is a potential market. Therefore, it is equally important 
for the Middle Atlantic and Southern producers and shippers 
to do everything they can to assure the maintaining of the 
present duty on Candian fish. 

It would indeed be a strange commentary on the American 
government officials if after just last year appropriating a fund 
to remove 12,500,000 pounds of surplus fish from the market, 
and thus avoiding the possibility of having to tie up a large 
portion of the fleet last Summer, that now they should propose 
to effect a law that would let in large quantities of foreign 
fish and no doubt cause a far more serious market glut. 

If we let down our tariff bars and allow Canadian fishery 
products to flood our markets, our prices will be forced down- 
ward and our own companies will be in direct competition 
with foreign products in the markets that we have established. 

This situation calls for the utmost co-operation among all 
factors of the industry. Such a valuable natural resource as 
the fisheries must be protected. 

All information on views in writing, and all applications 
for supplemental oral presentation of views, regarding the 
agreement with the Government of Canada, must be presented 
by March 12, 1938. Public hearing will be held April 4, for 
supplemental oral statements. Interested individuals, compan- 
ies and organizations may submit briefs and oral presentations 
to the Committee. for Reciprocity Information, Old Land Office 
Building, 8th & E Streets, N.W., Washington, D. C. It is im- 
portant to note that no one can receive permission for an oral 
hearing unless a written brief as well as application has previ- 
ously been filed. 
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The Maintenance of a Trawler Fleet 


How Bay State Fishing Company Handles Operation 
And Repair of Fifteen Steam and Diesel Vessels 


AY STATE Fishing Com- 

pany of Boston are own- 

ers of one of the largest 
fleets of trawlers, both steam 
and Diesel powered. 

The Company was the pio- 
neer in trawler operation, hav- 
ing placed the Spray in service 
in 1905, the first vessel of its 
kind to carry on otter trawl 
fishing from these shores. 

Through the succeeding years 
their fleet has constantly grown 
and improved until now the 
company operates a total of 15 
vessels, including 9 steamers — 
the Breeze, Comber, Foam, 
Ocean, Ripple, Saturn, Sea, 
Spray and Whitecap, and six 
Diesel trawlers — Ebb, Flow, 
Storm, Surf, Swell and Tide. 

The last four of these trawl- 
ers were placed in service during the past year and a half. 

To properly maintain a fleet of this size, well equipped fa- 
cilities and an efficient organization are required. The marine 
department of Bay State Fishing Co. is probably the most 
complete of its kind. Headed by John Malcolm, marine su- 
perintendent, assisted by A. S. MacDonald, this division of 
the company is located in a two-story structure, 40 x 200, ad- 
jacent to the company’s East Boston filleting and packing 
plant. Approximately 50 men are regularly employed, many 
of them specialists in particular lines, including boiler mak- 
ers, pipe fitters, electricians, machinists and carpenters. 

The marine department facilities include a modern machine 
shop, all necessary equipment, such as welding outfits, and 
woodworking tools, storage space for gear and supplies, and 
office quarters for handling vessel transactions. 

Seventy-five percent of the work necessary for keeping 
trawlers in operation and repair is done by the Bay State 
force. About the only part not done by them is the under- 
water work, which is performed by the nearby plant of Beth- 
lehem Shipbuilding Corp. 

Regular Up-Keep Procedure 

The company’s maintenance program consists of one com- 
plete overhaul each year for every vessel. This is required by 
the U. S. Steamship Inspection Service on all steam operating 
boats, but is also carried out on all Diesel operating boats. 

The program is started in the Spring and continues through 
the Fall, taking one or two boats at a time. Usually two to 
four weeks’ time is required to overhaul and drydock a vessel. 

During the overhaul period all the machinery is dismantled 
for examination. Worn parts are replaced or repaired. The 
boats are completely painted once a year and more often 
whenever there is an opportunity. Two coats are always used 
when paint is applied. The inside of the vessel is painted once 
a year. 

The procedure of overhaul is practically identical for both 
Diesels and steamers except for boiler work on the latter. 

Regular check-ups of operation are made after every trip 
when the captain and engineer report to the marine depart- 
ment of anything out of order. The captain usually watches 
the operation of deck machinery, while the engineer is re- 
sponsible for engine room equipment. 

After every trip all the fishing gear, including the winch, 
bollards, wire rope, etc., is checked over and oiled and greased. 
By keeping a strict watch on operation, the company is able 
to obtain a much longer life from its equipment. Individual 
records of repairs are kept for each boat.

The company has dockage fa- 
cilities for three trawlers along- 
side the marine department 
building, in addition to unload- 
ing and fitting out space. 

The operation records of the 
new trawlers during the first 
year of operation have shown 
considerable lower maintenance 
charges than those of older ves- 
sels. 

Although it is probably too 
early to arrive at definite con- 
clusions it would seem that the 
improved equipment and de- 
sign of these new trawlers will 
result in material savings as 
time goes on. 

One important advantage 
which the new trawlers have 
over the older ones is their 
greater speed. Upon seeing the 
results of the market on any morning it is possible to send 
orders to boats at sea that morning and expect the boat to 
arrive at market the following morning. On the older and 
slower boats it is necessary to communicate with the captains 
the previous night in order for them to get in on the second 
morning. 

It is believed that the crews enjoy themselves more and 
work better as a result of the improved living conditions on 
the new trawlers. 

The captains on the Bay State trawlers are selected accord- 
ing to their ability. Many of the present skippers have worked 
up from the crews, and have been with the company for a 
good many years. 

How the Crews Share 

The lay or percentage on which the vessel crews work is 
50-50. The operating company furnishes the boat and all the 
gear. Expenses for depth finder, radio, wharfage, scales, etc., 
is deducted from the gross income of each trip. The crew then 
takes half, out of which it must pay all consumables, in- 
cluding fuel, ice, and food. The remainder is divided equally. 

Oftentimes broken trips occur when the revenue from the 
catch will not even pay expenses. In times past the crews were 
required to assume the indebtedness and make it up when they 
had good trips, with the hope that in the long run they would 
receive enough to provide a living wage. 

However, this did not always work out. Therefore, Bay 
State decided to pay losses that occurred on any trip. Later, 
in order to further assure the men of receiving adequate com- 
pensation, the crew members were guaranteed a certain sum 
every trip regardless of what amount the vessel stocked. This 
figure was first placed at $10 and has since been raised until 
it now stands at a minimum of $20. 

As time goes on, and conditions warrant, Bay State will 
without doubt continue its modernization program of replac- 
ing steam trawlers. 

Although the depreciation cost of Diesel equipment is con- 
siderably greater than steam, the operating costs of Diesel 
trawlers is far less. Therefore, the use of new vessels is not 
only advantageous to the Company but also to the crews who 
must deduct fuel costs from their gross income. 

The faithful steamers which served in the pioneering period 
of otter trawl fishing must give way to the modern Diesel 
powered craft. And the Bay State Fishing Company con- 


tinues as a leader in the advancement of more efficient and 
scientific commercial fishing.

Fishery Advisory Committee Meets in Washington 
to Witness Demonstration by Bureau of Fisheries 


EMBERS of the Fishery Advisory 

Committee met in Washington, 

January 21 and 22, to view dem- 
onstrations of the scientific and techni- 
logical work being conducted by the 
U. S. Bureau of Fisheries and to discuss 
important problems of the fishing indus- 
try. The Committee is a subcommittee of 
the Business Advisory Council, appointed 
by the Secretary of Commerce to advise 
the Department concerning the extensive 
program of the Bureau of Fisheries. Its 
membership is made up of representa- 
tives of the fishing industry of all sec- 
tions of the country. 

The Committee was given an oppor- 
tunity to familarize itself with the 
activities of the Bureau of Fisheries 
through. displays and demonstrations 
which were presented throughout the day 
on Friday, January 21, while Saturday 
morning was given over to a_ business 
session in the offices of the Secretary of 
Commerce, Daniel C. Roper. Prominent 
among the subjects discussed at this 
meeting was the need of adequate re- 
search vessels for the continuance and extension of scientific 
studies designed to insure the continued productivity of the 
fisheries. Reports from the six regional committees whose chair- 
men are members of an Executive Committee were also received. 

The Friday sessions opened at 9:30 in the conference room 
of the Secretary of Commerce with Gardner Poole, Chairman 
of the Fishery Advisory Committee, presiding. Mr. Poole pre- 
sented Secretary Roper, who welcomed the members of the 
Committee to the demonstration of* the scientific work con- 
ducted by the Bureau in behalf of the industry and the con- 
suming public. The meeting was then turned over to Commis- 
sioner Frank T. Bell of the Bureau of Fisheries, who introduced 
the various members of his staff scheduled to present the dem- 
onstration of “FACTS—THE KEY TO PROGRESS.” 

The condition and general trend of the fishing industry was 
portrayed with the aid of a series of charts by R. H. Fiedler, 
Chief of the Division of Fishery Industries. For over 60 years 
this division has been engaged in the collection of statistics on 
the commercial fisheries. The latest survey reveals that the 
annual catch now exceeds 4,000,000,000 pounds of aquatic 
products, valued at about $80,000,000 to some 125,000 fisher- 
men. Up-to-date methods of handling the enormous volume 
of statistics gathered by the Bureau’s agents were next demon- 
strated by Edward Power. The work of recording and sorting 
the data is done by machines. 

Using a map around which were arranged photographic dis- 
plays illustrating the biological fishery investigations of the 
Bureau, Elmer Higgins, Chief of the Division of Scientific In- 
quiry, described the scope and diversity of the scientific studies 
which are being conducted in both marine and fresh water 
fisheries. Although production in the fisheries varies both from 
economic and biological or natural causes, he said, some of 
these factors can be controlled or utilized to advantage. The 
Bureau has therefore adopted a long-time program of investi- 
gation to guide management practices and to increase the value 
of the resources. 

After several other demonstrations, including biological stud- 
ies of methods for the improvement of oyster farming by Dr. 
Paul S. Galtsoff, a program to rejuvenate the depleted shad 
fishery of the Atlantic Coast discussed by R. A. Nesbit, fish 
cultural methods. by Glen C. Leach, and an experimental 
method of canning Atlantic Coast crab demonstrated by Nor- 
man Jarvis, the committee and members of the Bureau of

Fisheries staff visited the campus of the 
University of Maryland, where they were 
guests of President H. C. Byrd at a sea- 
food luncheon. Local fishery products 
‘were represented on the menu by oysters 
from Sinepuxent Bay, diamond-back ter- 
rapin served in traditional Maryland 
style, and baked rock fish from the Chesa- 
peake Bay. 

Demonstrations of technological stud- 
ies being conducted in the Bureau labora- 
tories at the University of Maryland held 
the center of the stage for the afternoon. 
Among the displays was an electrometric 
method for determining the freshness of 
fish developed by J. M. Lemon and M. E. 
Stansby. The method is now being tested 
on a practical scale in the laboratories 
and plants of one of the large fish pro- 
ducers in Boston. 

Other technological demonstrations in- 
cluded a new method of treating fish by 
“controlled smoke” to obtain a uniform 
product, described by W. T. Conn; expe- 
riments looking toward reduction of bac- 
teria in fish by use of ultra-violet rays, 
by J. F. Puncochar; and methods for protein analysis of fish, 
by S. R. Pottinger. 

Recent studies on the food value of fish showing the enor- 
mous reserves of vitamins, proteins, and essential minerals con- 
tained in seafood were then described to members of the 
Committee by Dr. Manning and his staff. Nutrition studies on 
fish oils were discussed by Charles F. Lee, fish proteins by W. 
B. Lanham, and minerals in fishery products by Hugo Wilson. 

A seafood dinner at the Mayflower Hotel concluded Fri- 
day’s program. Fishery products from every section of the 
country to the number of some 30 different dishes were served 
to guests, who included, besides members of the Advisory 
Committee, Senators, Representatives, and other prominent 
Government officials. Gardner Poole acted as toastmaster and 
Secretary Roper was the guest of honor.

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*Kittiwake” Delivered at Charleston 


Is the First Diesel-powered Beam 
Trawler Built South of New York

T the conclusion of the trial run of the Kittiwake on Jan- 
uary 31, John Graham, President of the Portland Trawl- 
ing Co., said: “She performed very well; she’s all right.” 

The trawler Kittiwake, built at the Charleston Shipbuilding 
and Drydock Company’s plant at Charleston, S. C., registered 
a speed of 135% miles per hour on a trial run made to the 
Blackfish banks, off Charleston, January 31. 

First of two 146-ft. all-steel trawlers to be completed for 
the Portland Trawling Co. of Boston, the Kittiwake left the 
following afternoon with a New England crew, commanded 
by Capt. John Collins, veteran of 35 years on the fishing 
banks, for Groton, Conn. Upon her arrival at Groton she was 
provisioned for her first voyage to the fishing grounds. 

With Capt. Samuel A. Guilds, a director of the shipbuilding 
company and President of a towboat company, in command, 
the Kittiwake left the shipbuilding plant shortly before 10 
A.M., proceeding up the Cooper River to the Charleston navy 
yard, where Lieut. Commander J. P. Wilkinson, of the navy 
yard, set her compass. Before putting to sea, the trawler swung 
around Charleston’s historic Battery and up the Ashley River 
to a point opposite the ocean air base to insure proper compass 
orientation. 

She came about near the air base at 10:45 A.M. and headed 
for sea, going out about 15 miles. Her nets, capable of hauling 
in 15,000 pounds of fish, were lowered and a test drag made. 
The catch was disappointing to the guests on the trip—one 
skate and one flounder—but representatives of her owners said 
the test drag was satisfactory. The fish in South Carolina 
waters are not so deep as they are in colder waters. 

The trip was supervised by L. Louis Green, Jr., vice-presi- 
dent and general manager of the shipbuilding company, who 
designed many features of the trawler. 

Aboard the vessel to check her performance were Curry 
Bryan, master mechanic of the shipbuilding company; Julius 
Cuttner, research engineer for Fairbanks, Morse & Co.; who 
had charge of her engine room; and Clyde Stewart, chief en- 
gineer for her owners. Others who made the trip included di- 
rectors of the shipbuilding company, coast guard and army 
officers, and representatives of the owners. 

Among those on the :trip to Groton were Curry Bryan, and 
Emery Thompson, port engineer of the Portland Trawling Co. 

A sister trawler, the Bittern, now is being completed and is 
scheduled for delivery in two months. 

The vessels are powered with 575 hp. Model 37 Fairbanks- 
Morse 5-cylinder, 2-cycle, 300 rpm. direct reversing Diesels, 
14 inch bore x 17 inch stroke, with oil cooled pistons and fresh 
water cooling system.

Both the Kittiwake and Bittern were described in detail in 
our December issue. These are the first Diesel trawlers to be 
built for the Portland Trawling Co. and the first Diesel-pow- 
ered beam trawlers to be built South of New York. They are 
146 ft. 6 in. in length, with a beam of 25 ft. 6 in. and depth 
of 14 ft. 6 in., and will accommodate 22 to 26 men. They have 
fine hull lines and a capacity of 300,000 pounds of fish. 

These vessels are built to the highest standards of the Ameri- 
can Bureau of Shipping, and will carry its full approval. They 
will make a speed of about 1214 miles loaded. 

The Kittiwake left Groton for the banks on February 8 and 
her first visit to Boston will be to deliver fish. 


Portland Trawling Co. Fleet 

The Portland Trawling Co. was organized in 1922 to oper- 
ate the Atlantic Coast Fisheries Company’s vessels, then con- 
sisting of four steam trawlers and five schooners. In 1926 the 
fleet was augmented by 14 trawlers purchased from the Deep 
Sea Fisheries Co. Previous to the addition of the Kittiwake 
and Bittern to the Portland Trawling fleet it numbered 16 
steam trawlers.

Fishermen Trawling from 
Ocean City Meet with Success 


By Edward Bowdoin 


HE introduction of trawling by Ocean City, Md., fisher- 

men during January, for the first time met with decided 

success when three boats returned to port with 3,000 
pounds of cod. 

Heretofore trawling for cod has not been attempted from 
Ocean City and the experiment pleased the owners of the three 
vessels. The boats were owned by John Martin, Wesley Lud- 
lam, and the Davis Fish Co. 

They brought back fifteen boxes of fish with 200 pounds to 
the box in their three bank shifts. To catch these fish the trawl- 
ers first obtained soft shell clams for bait in sufficient numbers 
to bait nine miles of line from each skiff at intervals of five 
feet. They used trot lines and after baiting them returned, and 
pulled them up with their catches. 

Further trawling for cod is expected to follow this first at- 
tempt. The fish were sold directly on landing in Ocean City. 


Preparing for Shad and Herring 

The fishermen have been busy during January driving poles 
and getting ready for the shad and herring season, that opens 
this month in the Virginia waters of the Chesapeake Bay and 
the first of March in the Maryland waters. 

The nets will be put out in February in Virginia but not until 
March in Maryland. St. Jerome’s in St. Mary’s County, Md., 
on the western shore of the Chesapeake Bay and at the mouth 
of the Potomac River, is getting to be a rival of Crisfield for 
the shad and herring fish trade. A number of large New York 
fish dealers are buying through St. Jerome’s, as it is nearer the 
fish grounds of the Potomac. Heretofore the fish were run to 
Crisfield by power boats and shipped from this point. 


Oystering Improving in Sinepuxent Bay 

More applications for oyster grounds are being applied for 
in the Sinepuxent Bay. At one time, a fleet of two-masted 
schooners sailed out of the Sinepuxent Bay for New York, 
loaded with oysters, bringing supplies on the return trip. 

The inlet to the ocean filled up and the oyster business al- 
most disappeared in this section. Now planting of seed oysters 
has begun on a large scale, along the forty-five mile length of 
the bay. One of the large planters, Frank B. Scarborough of 
Girdletree, Md., is leasing more oyster ground in this section 
of the bay. Shipyards are being erected and more men are 
being employed. 


Rock Fish Catches Most Encouraging 

A catch of over two thousand pounds of rock fish in Ayres 
Creek, four miles East of Berlin, Md., brought a smile from 
commercial and sporting fishermen in this area. 

The haul was made by William Jarman, Joseph Aydelotte 
and Marvin Tull and is the second catch of this kind this year. 
The two hauls have brought about $700 to the fishermen. 

Observers state that in a few years Winter fishing will be a 
Winter industry in the waters of the bays and creeks in the 
vicinity of the inlet at Ocean City. 


Chas. A. Loockerman Honored 
Charles A. Loockerman, a prominent seafood dealer of Cris- 
field, and head of the firm of C. A. Loockerman Co., was 
again elected president of the Salisbury Production Credit 
Association. This association makes loans to seafood packers 
in Delaware, Maryland, and Virginia. 


Recommends Shortening Fish Nets 

Swepson Earle, former State Conservation Commissioner of 
Maryland, and now connected with the U. S. Bureau of Fish- 
eries, recommends the curtailing of the length of the fish nets 
which are spread in the bay. He states “if these nets were 
shorter, more ripe shad could get up to the spawning grounds. 
Some short-sighted persons might object to cutting down the 
length of the nets, but there is no doubt that it would increase 
the shad in Maryland waters.”

Mississippi Oyster Fleet 
Starts Operations 


HE Biloxi oyster fleet has started its search for oysters, 
which in turn will start the wheels of business activity in 
Biloxi. 

On February 1 Mississippi opened its oyster season and the 
majority of the boats were out dredging for oysters at that 
time. 

All the Biloxi factories are expected to operate as soon as 
the boats return with oysters. 

The Anticich Packing Co. of Biloxi sent out several boats 
last month and they were to start packing oysters upon the 
return of the boats from the Louisiana reefs, which were opened 
on January 1. 

The fishermen announced a price of 62c a barrel for oysters, 
which is the same as last year. This prevails for all oysters ex- 
cept those from St. Joe, Petit Pass and Half Moon reefs, on 
which the price is 82c. 


Louisiana Plants Inspected 

Louisiana’s 65 plants engaged in oyster, shrimp and crabmeat 
packing and incidental hulling and shucking were inspected last 
month by inspectors of the State Board of Health. 

The service, which is performed without cost to the packers 
and canners, is intended to safeguard ultimate consumers of sea- 
foods. Each plant’s containers bear the number assigned by the 
Board of Health and re-use of cans is forbidden. 

Two men were to leave late last month aboard the craft Pat 
Marie to inspect oyster beds in the same regions. These beds 
are subject to neither human nor industrial pollution, but are 
examined regularly to determine the character of the season’s 
output in each sector. 

Kinney Clutches for Deer Island Boats 

Marco Skrmetta of the Deer Island Fish & Oyster Co., 
Bayou la Batre, Ala., has recently bought Kinney sailing 
clutches for three of the company’s boats. This concern also 
operates a plant at Biloxi, Miss.

Fishermen in Bay of Fundy 


Land Over 82,000,000 Pounds

VER’ eighty-two million pounds of fish were taken in the 
O territorial waters of the Bay of Fundy last year, accord- 

ing to an announcement made by John F. Calder, Su- 
pervisor of Fisheries for Southern New Brunswick, at Freder- 
icton, N. B., recently. 

The respective quantities of all species taken were as fol- 
lows: cod—3,452,100 pounds; hake—13,336,000 pounds; clams 
—5,984,600 pounds; gasperaux—3,180,300 pounds; herring— 
15,753,900 pounds; salmon—418,000 pounds; shad—337,300 
pounds; lobsters—514,200 pounds; haddock—198,000 pounds; 
sardines—35,639,700 pounds. 

Commenting on the amount of business done by the Grand 
Manan Smoked Herring Board, the Supervisor said that the 
Board sold 160,000 18-Ib. boxes of smoked herring at 60 cents 
a box during the year. 


Fisheries Patrol Boat Launched 

A fine new fisheries patrol boat has been launched at the 
yards of the veteran boatbuilder Geo. E. Richardson & Son of 
Deer Island, N. B., and has been put in commission in the 
Grand Manan district. The boat is under the command of 
Capt. Howard Zwicker, with Harold Pentz as engineer. It is 
understood that it will be named the Gannet Rock II. The 
craft is 48 feet over all and has a 120 hp. motor.

Fleet Back at Work 


As Fishermen’s Strike is Settled 
By H. R. Arenburg 


HE Lunenburg fresh fishing fleet remained tied up over 

a large portion of the month of January and everything 

along the waterfront was at a standstill. After the de- 
mand for an increase of one-quarter of a cent per pound on 
haddock had been refused by the fish buyers late in December, 
the members of the fishermen’s Federation of Nova Scotia de- 
cided that they would not proceed to sea until their demands 
were met. 

During the following three weeks negotiations proceeded, at 
times things looking very hopeful for a settlement and at 
others quite the reverse. The Fishermen’s Federation secured 
the support of the Halifax Fish Handlers and Fish Cutters 
Union and they went out on strike, tying up the plants of the 
Maritime Fish Corporation and General Seafoods at Halifax. 
An agreement was finally reached between the fishermen and 
all the fish buyers with the exception of the General Seafoods. 
As three of the Lunenburg fishing fleet were operating for this 
company, the members of the Union decided that they could 
not resume operations generally until these three vessels were 
provided for and as the fish handlers were still out on strike at 
Halifax, some arrangement would have to be made with them. 

The vessel situation was cleared up after some difficulty by 
the National Fish Company agreeing to take on one extra 
schooner, the schooner Isabel Spindler, Captain Willett Spind- 
ler. The Cachelot II, Captain Daniel Mosher, was laid up 
temporarily and the H. W. Adams, Captain Arnold Parks, fit- 
ted out for a halibut trip. The situation at Halifax still re- 
mained to be cleared up and it was not until the intervention 
of Hon. Angus L. MacDonald, Premier of the Province of 
Nova Scotia, at the request of the Trades and Labor Council 
of Halifax, that the strike was temporarily settled and the 
fish handlers and fish cutters went back to work. 

The schooners of the fleet sailed from Lunenburg on the 
19th of January much to the relief and joy of everyone in 
Lunenburg, for the effects of the tie up were beginning to be 
felt in the community, and will continue to be felt for some 
time. Tens of thousands of dollars were lost to the commun- 
ity through the tie up. 


Fish Landings Heavy 

The schooners fishing out of Lunenburg have returned from 
their first trip with several large catches for this time of the 
year. Schooners Jean and Shirley, Captain Newman Wharton, 
landed 35,000 pounds; motor ship Andrava, Captain Roland 
Knickle, 25,000 pounds; schooner Sir Ernest Petter, Captain 
Napean Crouse, 50,000 pounds; R. B. Bennett, Captain Elburne 
Demone, 25,000 pounds; Marshall Frank, 30,000 pounds; motor 
ship Mahaska, Captain Orlando Lace, 70,000 pounds; Pasa- 
dena II, Captain Cecil Walters, 75,000 pounds; Howard Don- 
ald, Captain Guy Tanner, 70,000 pounds; Dot and Hallie, 
Captain Loren Ritcey, 110,000 pounds and schooner Douglas 
and Robert, Captain Calvin Tanner, 140,000 pounds. The 
latter two schooners landed their catches at Lockeport. 

The fish landings from the schooners fishing for the Nation- 
al Fish Company at Halifax have also been fairly heavy. 
The tie up situation has now created an additional difficulty. 
With the fleet all sailing at one time, they arrived in port 
practically together with the result that the fish companies are 
being flooded with such quantities of fish that they are not 
able to handle. The National Fish Company have now laid 
off three of the schooners, schooner Jsabel Spindler, Captain 
Willett Spindler, schooner Muriel Isabel, Captain Walter 
Crouse and schooner E. F. Zwicker, Captain William Deal. 
This lay off will be for at least one trip or until the situation 
adjusts itself. Another result of the tie up appears to be re- 
flected in a smaller amount of fish being Consumed in the 
Province of Nova Scotia.

“Carnegie III” Joins the 
Block Island Fleet

APT. Harry Smith, well known Block Island fisherman, 
: has arrived at the Old Harbor with his new party-fish- 
ing boat the Carnegie III. Like the two preceding, the 
boat is named in honor of Andrew Carnegie for the Carnegie 
medals presented to the members of the crew of the fishing 
schooner Elsie for the rescue of eight survivors from the Str. 
Larchmont which sank in Block Island Sound on the night of 
Feb. 12, 1907, soon after being rammed by the schooner Harry 
P. Knowlton. Capt. Smith was one fourth owner and a mem- 
ber of the crew of the Elsie at the time. There were eight, 
and each was presented four medals: A Rhode Island Legisla- 
ture Medal of gold, a Congressional 
Medal of silver, a U. S. Volunteer Life 
Saving Service Medal of silver, and a 
Carnegie Medal, a gold medal with an 
educational award of $2000 for each and 
every child of each member of the crew 
and $1000 to each member without chil- 
dren, to be used towards the purchase of 
a home. Capt. Smith was one of the 
latter and after purchasing a houselot, 
put the rest toward the building of a 
new boat which he named the Carnegie. 
About ten years ago he had a second 
boat built and named it Carnegie II. 
The Carnegie I1I was built in Mystic, 
Conn., by Franklin G. Post. She is 32 ft. 
4 in. long, 10 ft. 6 in. beam and 4 ft. 6 
in. draft. She is planked with 11/4 in. 
cedar below the water line with the top 
streaks of oak and hard pine of the same 
thickness; the timbers are 24%, x 14 
inches spaced 10 inches on centers.

Bluepoints Co. Oyster Dredgers 
Nearing Completion 


HE two oyster dredgers, Harvester and General, building 

for the Bluepoints Co., Inc., division of General Foods, 

of West Sayville, Long Island, from designs by: John G. 
Alden of Boston, are rapidly nearing completion at the yard 
of Morse Shipbuilding Corp. at Thomaston, Maine. 

The boats are very heavily built with white oak construc- 
tion throughout including the planking, which is fastened with 
locust tree nails. Decks are 3 in. white pine. 

All metal fastenings below the deep water line are of bronze 
and the boat will be copper sheathed well above and’ below the 
deep and light water lines. 

The boats are designed to carry oysters both on deck, which 
is the conventional method, and below as well, when freezing 
conditions require protection. Large hatches in the main deck 
just forward of the break gives access to this hold space. 

The form of the hulls and the construction are such that the 
boats may be used when desired for ice breaking along the 
Connecticut and Long Island shores. A raised shelter forward 
serves to protect the crew in bad weather. 

The interior of the hulls is very strongly stanchioned and 
bulkheaded to withstand the heavy deck loads carried and the 
shock of breaking ice and handling the dredges. 

The architects have designed a new type of hoister post for 
the dredge chains. This will be of steel with diagonal tie 
plates at the deck to distribute the shock loads which in the 
wood post construction invariably cause breakage and high 
maintenance costs. 

Although there are berths for four men forward the boats 
are primarily intended for use as day boats. However, the 
arrangements include a small Shipmate range and the after 
end of the cabin trunk will provide warmth and the chance to 
do light cooking when required. 

The main power plant consists of a Fairbanks-Morse 4-cyl- 
inder, 834 in. x 101/ in. direct reversible Diesel engine, devel- 
oping 120 hp. at 450 rpm., arranged with pilot house control. 
This engine also drives the hoister through a clutch at the for- 
ward end. Hoisters, rollers, etc., will be furnished and installed 
by the Hitchcock Gas Engine Co. of Bridgeport, Conn. 

The main engine will be fresh water cooled, this equipment 
and auxiliary units being furnished by Fairbanks-Morse.

States May Enter Compact 
To Regulate Lake Fisheries

COMMERCE department endorsement of _ interstate 
compacts to regulate Great Lakes fisheries encouraged 
Representative Luecke on January 18 to predict that 
Congress might act favorably this session on his bill to auth- 
orize such agreements. 
The measure, he said, was the only method to prevent com- 
plete exhaustion of the food fish supply in the Great Lakes. 
The report said an international treaty would be necessary 
to achieve complete protection of Great Lakes fish resources. 
The states the bill would authorize to enter into compacts 
are New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Michigan, Indiana, Illinois, 
Wisconsin and Minnesota.

The annual meeting of the Lake Superior Fishermen’s Asso- 
ciation was held at Houghton, Michigan last month, attended 
by 175 commercial fishermen.

Sea Lamprey Threatens Fisheries 

Evidence that the lamprey, an eel-like blood-sucking animal 
that attaches itself to fish, is increasing in numbers and de- 
structiveness is contained in reports of fishermen to the U. S. 
Bureau of Fisheries at Ann Arbor and the University of Michi- 
gan’s institute for fisheries research. 

Dr. Hubbs said it would be nearly impossible to eradicate 
the lampreys but believes that their increase can be retarded 
if fishermen will report the location of all spawning runs. The 
only other method he knew of which would destroy the 
lampreys would be to kill all those caught by fishermen. 


All-Welded Steel Tug Building At Erie 

The Erie Concrete & Steel Supply Co., Erie, Pa., has re- 
cently been awarded a contract by W. H. Jackway & Sons 
of Westfield, N. Y., to build an all-welded steel fish tug. This 
is the third all-welded steel boat built by the Erie Concrete 
& Steel Supply Co. within the past two years. 

The boat under construction is 48 ft. long and 14 ft. beam; 
ribs are 2 x % in. flats; deck beams are 
3x 5/16 in. flats; keel is 1x4 in.; bot- 
tom plates 4 ft. each side of the keel are 
1/4 in. and the balance of hull and deck 
3/16 in. 

The Mi-Toy, an all-welded steel tug 
built by the Erie Company, has been 
in Operation two years and has given a 
good account of herself in bucking the 
ice in Lake Erie waters in the Spring 
and Fall. The Mi-Toy is 55 ft. long 
with 15 ft. beam, and was built for 
Capt. Al Lampe of Erie. 

In the Mi-Toy the distance between 
the ribs is 16 in. and the distance be- 
tween deck beams is 16 in. Ribs were 
formed edgewise and attached to the 
hull plates. Sheets on hull are Toncan 
iron to above the water line, while the 
balance throughout is soft steel. Bulk 
heads are 3/16 in. plates, flooring is

‘New Dawn” Repowered for 
Scallop Dragging 


HE New Dawn, built in 1923 at South Freeport, Maine, 
and formerly used by the Fishermen’s Relief Corp. of 
Portland, Maine, is now owned by S. B. Samuelson of 
Brooklyn, N. Y., and will be used as a scallop dragger, deliv- 
ering catches to Fulton Market, New York, and New Bedford. 

The vessel has a wooden hull and measures 71 ft. x 21 ft. 
x 9 ft. 4 in. 

The boat was put in service last month after being repow- 
ered with a new Fairbanks-Morse 2 cycle, 4-cylinder, 160 hp., 
400 rpm., direct drive engine. 

With the new engine and a 50 x 31 Columbian propeller 
she is expected to obtain 9 knots an hour. The engine has a 
built-in bilge pump, and a 750 watt Fairbanks-Morse gener- 
ator driven off the fly-wheel, as is a Hathaway hoist. 

The engine room is spacious, including work bench with 
nozzle test stand, air tanks, batteries, electrical bilge pump 
which operates off an Exide 32-volt battery, and gasoline en- 
gine driving a type H Fairbanks-Morse air compressor. A 
good bed was furnished with the engine setting on a “stream- 
lined” angle. 

The captain’s quarters and pilot house aft serve as entrance 
to the engine room. The crew consists of captain, engineer 
and 9 men. : 

The fuel storage capacity is 2300 gallons, and it is estimated 
that 7 gallons will be used hourly. Cruising capacity will be 
approximately 10 days.

Vineyard 
Fishermen Still Optimistic 
Despite Poor Demand for Fish 


By J. C. Allen 


T is seldom indeed that the Wheelhouse Loafer, who pilots 
I this column, turns out with a grouch about life, business or 

anything of importance, and we have no grouch now. But 
things do not stack up too hot in these latitudes and all hands 
are wearing scowls as regularly as they wear their hats. “Busi- 
ness, they say, is bum among the fishermen.” 

This does not mean that the end of the New England fisher- 
ies is in sight, or that there never will be another dollar made 
in fishing. But when things get to the point where the small- 
boat fishermen feel the pinch, then things are not too hot. 

Although there is plenty of talk about the Administration, 
the New Deal and all the rest, the whole thing appears to hinge 
around the drop in the price of beef. And this drop is liable 
to have been brought about by the partial boycott that has ex- 
isted for weeks. Anyhow there is some kind of an adjustment 
in process and you may lay to that. 

The fact is that there are any God’s amount of fish in these 
waters. Luck, properly pursued, would stack up better than it 
has for years if the demand for seafood was normal. Not that 
all varieties of seafood in the raw are plentiful, but the com- 
mon varieties are with us in gobs and bunches. Yellowtails, 
blackbacks, cod, hake and haddock, these are the mainstays of 
the local industries. The cream of the crop is the sea-scallop, 
and there is a pretty good set of the bivalves, too. Not only 
that, but taking things full and by, we have had less wind this 
Winter than any man can remember. 


Month’s Haul Good 

The haul for the month has been good, except for the last 
week, when heavy seas off-shore rather shook things down. But 
outside of that, things have measured up very well indeed, and 
there has been much less growling than one might expect. 

Bay scalloping still hangs on, with a few boats doing well in 
the boldest water, and the price has held up to the level where 
it started, which is a remarkable thing. True, it was not as 
high as it has been at times, but the fact that it hasn’t dropped 
is a thing to marvel about. 


Preparations for Spring 

Preparations for Spring are already beginning, and the hope 
that springs eternal in the human breast is manifesting itself as 
it always does. Several new boats, small ones, are on the stocks 
at the local yards, and new gear is arriving every week. Line- 
trawlers are preparing to wet their twine any day now, but the 
majority of them in these latitudes usually wait until after the 
town elections before they go to sea. 


Seek to Develop Shellfish Beds 

Interest is still centered on the shellfish beds hereabouts. Al- 
though not much work has actually been done, the agitation 
continues and will eventually bring about something of value. 
From the beginning of the federal assistance in the starfish con- 
trol, there has been an increasing sentiment in favor of seeding, 
transplanting, cleaning of the beds and development of private 
enterprises after the Cheaspeake Bay plan. We have the natu- 
ral set-up here for many of those things, and the experiments 
in planting and transplanting of shellfish, made during the past 
two years, have proven that the scheme is feasible. Moreover, 
oyster experts and authorities say that on Martha’s Vineyard 
there is one oyster pond where conditions are paralleled in only 
one other place in the country. That is, in this pond, oysters 
spat, develop and fatten in the same water. The process is nat- 
ural, and has been in operation for centuries. No oysters are 
taken from this pond for commercial purposes, but scores of 
people take them for their own use. The suggestion has been 
made, and still persists, that some revenue should come from 
this pond through raising oysters, and the development of scal- 
lop and quohaug beds, and the attendant success, have stimu- 
lated interest in the oysters.

Maine Lobstermen Propose Plan 
for Nova Scotia Agreement 


OBSTERS may increase in consumer price if a reciprocal 
plan that has been proposed is adopted by fishing interests 
of Maine and Nova Scotia. 

It is based upon a flexible control of the Boston market which 
would remove glut conditions due to the dumping of pounded 
stock and would result in generally higher prices for the men 
who supply the wholesale trade. 

It has been suggested that Nova Scotia fishermen suspend 
operations on January 15, thus permitting Maine dealers to 
dispose of the stock they are holding in pounds in a free mar- 
ket. The present over-crowding would be removed and low 
prices such as prevailed this season would be eliminated. 

Resuming operations in March, the Canadian fishermen would 
find the lobsters from pounds along the coast of Maine disposed 
of and a brisk market with good prices awaiting them. Opera- 
tors would be anxious to purchase Nova Scotia lobsters for 
pound stock to meet current demands. In addition, the men 
who operate in Nova Scotia would save considerable on gear 
and traps which invariably are lost or damaged in the severe 
storms of February.

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Smoothing the Path of the Piston 


HE rotary motion of turning shafts eased by the smooth, 

close grip of white and bronze metal bearings heretofore 

has had no comparison in the working conditions of the 
piston with its hundreds of strokes a minute against cylinder 
walls. The difference between the hardness of the cast iron 
ring and the steel wall of the cylinder helped a lot, lubrica- 
tion did its part, but it remained for an actual application of 
bearing principles to bring real smoothness into the path of 
the piston. A bearing metal-inserted ring was the result of 
the idea.
